A SPLENDID DAX’s WORK. 

The voters of St. Louis accomplished a 
splendid day’s work in yesterday’s elec- 
tion, 5 

The result in the Congressional dis- 
triots shows that the people of this city 
are sound on the question of tariff re- 
form and popular rights, which were the 
issues in the Congressional campaign. In 
the Eighth District disreputabie party 
bossism was also on trial, and the election 
of O'NEILL was most significant as the 
victory of the people over the machine. 

The election of DizkmMaNn to the House 
of Delegates in the Twelfth Ward was the 
triumph of a clean man and clean polit- 
ical methods over a corrupt lobbyist and 
law-breaker, and infamous trickery and 
tyranny in the party organization. 

On the city ticket the defeat of SMITH 
for the office of Recorder of Deeds repre- 
sented the successful protest of the voters 
against an unworthy candidate who was 
under the control of a disreputable boss. 
The wholesale scratching of Judge 
NORMILE, whose majority fell far 
below those of his associates, was 
a just rebuke of a judge who had 
descended to bargaining with bosses for 
his nomination and permitting his court 
to be used to defeat the ends of justice for 
political purposes. To these good ends 
must be added the defeat of POHLMAN, 
which carried with it the smashing of a 
villainous combine of party bosses and 
the utter rout of Fur. 

The Post-DisPratTon’s fight against un- 
worthiness in candidates, dirtiness in 
political methods and the conspiracy of 
the bosses of all parties to control the 
spoils has been supported by the citizens 
of St. Louis.

The McKinley bill, the force bill and 
the caucus despotism imposed on the 
House by Speaker Rezp and bis lieuten- 
ants have been condemned with remark- 
able emphasis by the people in the No- 
vember elections. When a party in 
power at the White House and in 
both branches of Congress loses States 
wherein it is similarly intrenched 
in power and which long have been re- 
garded as its impregnable strongholds, 
the result is something more than a party 
victory for the opposition. Itis a vigor- 
ous revolt of itsown most earnest and 
patriotic followers against its policy—the 
voice of the nation crying ‘‘Halt’’—and 
woe awaits the leader or party that mis- 
interprets the warning or fails to heed it. 

Democratic victories in such States as 
Pennsylvania and Massachusetts, Iowa, 
lilinois and Wisconsin, with Demo- 
cratic gains everywhere throughout 
the Union, speak a language that cannot 
be misunderstood. They announce that 
the measures and policy which wiped out 
the Republican party in the South are 
fast obliterating Republican majorities in 
every Northern State. 

The Republicans in Congress who voted 
against those measures are now in a posi- 
tion to rescue their party from destruo- 
tion if it willletthem. By rallying the 
Republicans in both houses who opposed 
those measures or voted for them with 
reluctance under the caucus lash, they 
can, with the aid of the Democrats 
in the present Congress, crush 
out the force bill and amend 
some of the most unpopular features of 
the new tariff. They can make the latter 
much more harmless and popular by sim- 
ply engrafting upon it the Plumb pro- 
vision depriving trusts and monopoly 
combinations of tariff protection. 

The Democrats of the present House 
may refuse to co-operate in this work on 
the ground that it can be done better by 
the next .Congress with its majority 
elected on thatissue. But we doubt the 
party advantage of such a course. The 
first duty of the Democrats in the present 
House is to secure what relief they can 
for the country, and they should be wise 
enough to see thatthe best service they 
can render their country is always, in the 
end, the best service they can possibly 
render their party.

The 
three congressional distriets that went heavi- 
ly Republican two yeats ago were yesterday 
redeemed by the Demokrat by larger majori- 
ties than the Republicen candidates received 
in 168% The entire Democratic State and 
elty ticket has wos, with the. solitary 
exceptiva of Smith, the candidate for 
Recorder of Deeds. He was defeated by 
William Hobbs, the Republican candidate, 
by a large majority. Hobbs has the proud 
distinction of being the only Republican 
elected on the city ticket. This was of course 
due to the terrifie suraichiang of Smith and to 
Mr. Hobbs’ personal popularity. 

As was stated yesterday the Democrats 
worked vigorously and intelligently and got 
out a large vote. The Republicans lacked 
enthusiasm and did not do the work they per- 
formed two years ago. The new voting sys- 
tem had the effect of keeping many negroes 
away from the polls, but this was not the 
only reason the colored men did not 
vote. The disaffection in their ranks was 
wide and deep and they generally executed 
their threats to let the Republican bosses run 
the election without thelr assistance.

Pref. Kech’s Consumption Cure. 

BERLIN, Nov. 6.—While the press is fooded 
with varying statements regarding Prot. 
Koch's announced cure for consumption the 
professor himself remains deaf to ali is- 
quiries. According to one detailed account 
lymph obtained by the attenuation of the 
tabercular bacilius, as cultivated by Koch, in 
conjunction with a gold or silver solution, is 
injected into the subcutaneous cellular tissue 
of the breast and back. Koch has ordered 150 
incubation stoves with which to prosecute bis 
experiments. 

PROF. NOTHGAEL’S VIEWS. 

VIENNA, Nov. 5.—Prof. Nothgael, the dis- 
tinguished physician, sald in a lecture here 
last night that he attached the highest impor- 
tance to Prof. Koch’s discovery of a cure for 
consumption and that he expected it would 
have wonderful results. 


Fraue African Pessessions,. 


Paris, Nov. 4.—M. De la Ferromays, a mem 
ber ot the Right, attacked the goverament 
yesterday for concluding a convention to de- 
limit the possessions of England and France 
im Africa. He said France had practically 
given away Gambia and had conceded every 
point. If the convention had been sub- 
mitted to the Parliament it would have been 
rejected, for French ships on the gold coast 
are subject to the visits of British agents and 
the paymentof British customs duties. M. 
Ribot, Minister of Foreign Affairs, insisted 
that the convention related to territerial and 
not to actual possessions and that England 
conceded many points.

THE AUSTRALIAN BALLOT, 


In New York. 


New Tonk. Nov. 5.—One of the best posi- 
tions of vantage from which to study the 
workings of the ballot law yesterday as well 
as to learn something of the eccentricities of 
the average voter was the place of the baliot 
clerk. While the inspectors were busy in ge- 
positing the ballots or in tearing off the stubs 
thereof and squeezing them through the nar- 
row holes ia the boxes provided for them and 


while the poll clerks were engrossed in 
checking and copying the name of the voter 
the ballot cler was comparatively at 
ease and able to watch care- 
fully the actions of the unusually 
embarrassed persons who had come intenton 
exercising the right of an Amerié¢an citizen. 
With this idea in mind a reporter succeeded 
in being appointed a balloting clerk and e 
terday accordingly had a chance to observe all 
the points ef the ballot reform law. As a 
conclusion in genera) it was perfectly evident 
that though embarrassed by many useless 
technicalities, the new method of voting is a 
success. 

The secrecy of the ballot was preserved 
completely and there wasan absence of the 
usual bangers on at the polling placos, with 
their solicitous putting forward of ‘‘crooked’’ 
or party tickets, and there was no such delay 
inthe voting as had been feretoid by the 
enemies of a free Dallot. In the par- 
ticular election district at which the 
reporter served there had been great negiect 
on the part of the Board of Electionsin regard 
to the placing in order of the booths in which 
the voter was to prepare his bailot. These 
little compartments, when the Board of In- 
spectora arrived at the polling place, were 
folded together by means of hinges atthe 
angles of their construction and lay in a heap 
im a corner of the room. 

The pollimg place itself was a small and 
poorly ventilated shep, with the usual long 
cutting table standing im the middle of the 
room, and had been atthe bour for opening 
the polis absolutely unprepared for the use of 
the day. This difficulty was, however, 
very soon overcome, all hands speedily 
putting things to rights and distributing in 
their places the voluniinous amount of sta- 
tionery and instructions to voters and placing 
in eharge of the ballot clerks the Daliets 
themselves, which were of five different 
kinds—Republicans, Democrats, Socialists, 
Labor are Prohibition and blank and 1,200 
of each. here were only 218 registered in 
the district and it will therefore be seen at 
once that allowing for a liberal amount of 
epolied ballote, there were more than enough 
to go around. The election officers very 
soon became expert in surmising just what the 
voter would do that was wrong and instruct- 
ing him what was right to do,iso that rapidity 
of voting was increased to a polst that rivaied 
the old system of voting and was really more 
easily done. 

During the firsthour the polis were open 
overtwenty votes were received witbout any 
confusion. The next hour thirty-six came in, 
and the third, between 8:30 and 9:30 was the 
heaviest hour of the day, fifty-four votes be- 
ing polled. This was at an average of little 
more than minute toavoter, while in the 
other cases it wasas little as thirty seconds 
from the time the voter appearsd at the poll- 
ine place uatil be left. Out ot the 218 regis- 
tered there were butthirteen who did not 
vote and three of them had moved out of the 
district since registering. But two sets of 
of ballote were sbort, one of them by 
the merest accident, as the voter’s 
hand slippea and tore his ballot across, The 
other set of ballots destroyed was the result 
of the deepest kind of I on the part 
of the voter, who insisted on sticking a paper 
on the outside of the ballot, covering up the 
oficial signature. But one man took the oath 
1 — for those suffering from physical 

isability, and he was a blind old gentleman. 
He had afriend with bim who went into the 
booth and assisted him in the preparation of 
his ballot as prescribed by law. 

It was dementrated by the experience of the 
day that the law is deficient in some slight 
details, but in very few. 
embarassment seemed to 
folding and returning of tne 
voted ballot. One man, receiving hi 
tickets, made a bee line for the door an 
seemed embarrassed and discouraged when 
informed that he could not leave the polling 
‘piace until he handed in his tickets. uring 
the day but one error of any serious effect 
was made. This was the deposit by mistake 
of one voter’s entire set ot ballots on the 
baliot box, thus increasing the number which 
ought to be there by feur. Sucha mistake as 
this, which pecessitated the withdrawal 
of four ballots from the box, thus surely, 
doing injustice to some Candidate couid 
have been prevented had not the single ballot 
ef all the candidates been used.

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SHIPPING BEEF ABROAD. 


PREPARATIONS FOR CARRYING BEAVY 
CARGOES TO ENGLAND. 


The English Grazers Endeavoring te Coun- 
teract the Effects of the United States 
Inspection Laws—Vessele Betng Fre- 
pared For Use as Cattle Ships—British 
Landholders Opposed by the Werking- 
men.

contracts for shipping American beef both to 

Liverpool and Glasgow. The stock-raisers 

bave all along opposed American beef, on the 

ground that it was likely to be dis- 

eased, have carefully collected all ac- 

counts of pluero-praeumonia that ap- 

pear in the papers in this country, 

have had them largely copied in the daily 

ana agricultural journals, and have printed a 

pamphlet containing an immense amount ef 

testimony on this point, which has been dis- 
tributed everywhere. 

INSPBCTION LAWS. 

‘‘A great amount of testimony in relation to 
pleuro-pneumonia was collected from Aus- 
tralia, when the cattle were pretty much de- 
stroyed by it, and as a result the quarantine 
laws were passed. At present the grazers 
find themselves in a very unpleasant pos- 
tion. They rested their whole argument on 
the fact that American cattle were shipped 
without inspection, proved conclusively that 
inspection could not fall to detect the disease, 
and argued thatthe fact that no inspection 
laws bad been passed by this country was a 
proof that we did pot dare to submit our cat- 
tle to examination. When the inspection 
laws were passed the wind was taken out of 
their salle, and I was astonished to see the 
terror that they inspired ameng the 


farmers and landowners. Owlag to the low 
rice of American grain, farmers and land- 
ords have taken to raising beef, and now this 
industry is threatened fer they cannot com- 
pete with our cattie. 
AN BNGLI§GH CONSPIRACY. 

They are now takinga new tack, and are 
preparing an appeal to Parliament asking 
that American cattie be excluded unless they 
bave been kept sixty days atthe point where 
they have been inspected. Tne reason of this 
is plain. The English grazers wish to increase 
the price of American cattie as much 
as they can, and ln no way can this be so 
successfully done as to oblige them to 
remain for along time away from the farms 
and ranges, ayers | their heads off. A strong 
opposition has «risen in England to any sucn 
laws, and in response toa telegram received 
from a leading Liverpool shipping house 
Il am on my way to Texas ior the purpose of 
collecting evidence in relation to the rapidity 
with which pleuro-pneumonia develops. Itis 
scarcely to be anticipated that any such legis 
lation aw that requested will be pao’ tor all 
classes in England, keep those in- 
terested in stock-raising, or in Z- 
img lande, are exceedingly anxious to 
have American deef admitted. The laborers 
all want cheap meat more than anything else. 
Toan American they seemed terribly under- 
fed, the man who was able to give his family 
fresh meatiour times aweek being the ex- 
ception, 

WANT AMERICAN CATTLE, 

From ali the manufacturing towns protests 
bave come against any such legislation, and 
the very arguments used bythe grazers are 
now belng employed against them. They 
demonstrated clearly from the experience of 
Australia that disease could be 
readily detected dy inepection, and snow 
that Inspection bas been ordered they are an- 
swered with their own evidence. At the pres- 
ent time, when the McKinley billis threaten- 
ing to -seriously crippie English manufact- 
urers, amy proposition which will tend te 
raise the price of living to the poorer classes 
is not likely to meet with much favor. What 
is thought of the inspection iaws of this coun- 
try is proved by the action of the En<lish and 
Scotch ship owners. When I was on the 
Clyde 1 saw at least twenty 
large steamers being altered to 
cattle ships. Our cattlemen do not fully 
appreciate the advantaces that are to be de- 
rived from opening: the English markets. 
There bave been great improvements made in 
methods of shipmert, andthe cost has been 
largely reduced. The English market can 
take an almost unlimited supply of our cat- 
tle, if prices are low, and what is regarded as 
low prices abroad would be considered ex- 
erbitant here. No such opportunity of im- 
proving their business and freeing themselves 
from the clutches of the dressed beef men 
has ever been offered our cattie raisers.’’

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BURN’S CAREER. 


BATTLES OF THE KX-CHAMPION WHO 16 
NOW DYING OF CONSUMPTION. 


Bow He Forced Jem Maes, the British 
Champion, te Fight Him—The Jackson 
and Slavin Mateh—A Great Crowd Pres- 
emt at the Opening ef the Elizabeth 
Track—“perting News. 


OE COBURN, the ones 
famous champion pu- 
giliet, is dying of con- 
sumption, and bis 
friends think that he 
has but a short time 
to live, says the New 
York Sun. Several 
»Y\ sporting men of this 
ef city arranged to give 
Shim a benefit two 
| weeks ago, Dut a hall 
could not be procured 
/ with the consent of 
=the police. If another 
= attempt to bring off a 
benefit preves unsuc- 
cessful arrangements 
will be made to have 
it im Brooklyn or Jer- 
Bey City. 

Coburn was America’s leading pugilist 
twenty-five years «go, and his career from 
boyhood was one of many exciting incidents. 
He was born on July 4, 1885, in the County 
Armagh, Ireland, and came to this country 
when 8 years of age. 

He grew up in the Sixteenth Ward, this city, 
and at the age of 18 years he became 
prominentas a fighter by whipping all the 
boys of the ward. He joined the Volunteer 
Fire Department four years later, after learn- 
img the trade of a bricklayer, He was & 
member of Oroton Esagine Co, No. 16, at 
that time located in West Twentieth street. 
While in the Fire Department the firemen 
matched him against a Brooklyn boy, whom 
he bested easily in four rounds. 

FIRST BIG FIGHT. 

Coburn first became netorious as a fighter 
by defeating ‘‘Awful’’ Gardner, one et the 
cleverest men of bis day, in six rounds, with 
gioves, in Hibernia Hall, on Prince street. 
He was then looked upon as a coming cham- 
pion. About this time Ned Price, a noted 
English boxer, but now a well-known crimi- 
mal lawyer, challenged any man in the werid 
to fight him. Coburn went to Boston and 
arranged a match. 

They fought at Still Pond, Mass., and after 
three bours and twenty-five minutes of des- 
perate flahting the referee deciared the battle 
adraw on account of darkness. Both wen 
were confined to their rooms for two weeks 
from the terridie punishment they received. 
Coburn issued a challenge to fight Price 
again, but the lat ter refused. This was Co- 
burn’s first London rule contest. and the 
Dattle was one of the greatest ever witnessed 
in Awerica up to that period. 


In the latter part of 1858 Coburn whipped 
Harry Gribbin in a balf hour at Harper’s 


Ferry, Va. 

THE BATTLE 
was for $1,000 aside. Hen Winkles, the West- 
ern crack, was next beaten by Joe in eighteen 
minutes, under London rules, for a $1,000 
stake. Coburn was then matched to fight 
Mike McCool,the ‘‘Terror of the Mississippi, 
for $2,600 a side and the championship of 
America. He defeated McCool ia one bour 
and ten minutes. Coburn escaped without a 
gsoratch. The battle cook place in the summer 
of 1868. He was matched to fight McOoel 
again a year later. The battle was to bave 
taken place on the outskirts of Indianapolis, 
but a sheriff appeared upon the scene and ar- 
rested both principais. They were sentenced 
to forty days’ imprisonment. After their re- 
lease the match fell through. 

Pateey Fivan came over from England in 
the spring of 1867 and issued a challenge. Co- 
burn accepted, and they fought in a saloon for 
$1,000 a side. Fiynn lasted two minutes and 
thirty seconds. A short time after Coburn 
whipped Oon Fitzgerald, a New Yerker,

His next important match was in England 
with Jem Mace for $5,000 a side and the cham- 
plonship ofthe world. Before making tke 
match, however, the Mace party pitied Joe 
Goss, Tom Allen and Bill Rayel against Joe to 
see what he could do.

Coburn tossed for choice of battle grouasd 
with Mace, which vas to be within 500 miles 
ef London. Coburn won the toss, and he 
selected the county iu which he was born.

Joe was only toe 
glad to meet hie old rival, and a match wa 
Spedntiy arranged. They met at Port Dover, 
Canada. After fighting one hour and fifteen 
minutes, and neither having strueka biow 
the Sherif! and a poses of deputies appeared 
and ordered them off Canadian soll. Diek 
Hollywood, the referee, commanded the men 
to meet at the Reade House, Erie, Pa., at8 
e clock the following morning. Cobura, on 
arriving at the hotel, wens to Mace’s room 
and offered to fight him then and there. 

Mace refused to do anything but what the 
referee ordered. Hollywood then named 
Kansas Oity as the place of fighting. Coburn 
declined, as it was a violation of the rules, 
which called for the battle ground to be within 
500 miles of New York. The men were matched 

ain for $5,000 a side and the . 
The dattle took place at Bay City, Miss., in 
the latter part ot 1872, and during a terrible 
rain storm. After fighting three hours and 
thirty minutes, and a greater part of the time 
up to their koees in the mud, the referee 
Galied the fight a draw. 

Ooburn after this battle made tours of the 
country with combination companies. Dur- 
ing the year of 1884 he went througb the 
States with Jonn L. Sullivan. Of late years 
he bas been in the saloon business. 

Coburn had a large number of friends, and 
was generally considered a geod-natured 
man. He got into many disagreeabie scrapes, 
Dowever, the most unfortunate of which was 
his shooting of a policeman, tor which he was 
tried, convicted and sent to the State Prison 
fer a short term.

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THE RAILROADS 
LAST WEEK BREAKS THE BECORD IN 
FREIGHT TRAFFIC, 


New Grain Rate Sheet of the Misseuri 
Pacific and the Treuble It May Cause— 
Blusder That Was Made in Issuing the 
Union Pacific Circular—Other Kailroad 
News. 


The week ending Nov. l shows the heaviess 
freight traffic throughout the country that has 
ever been recorded. The week ending Nov. 
2, 1869, showed az excelient increase of loaded 
gars over any other week of that year; but 
the corresponding week of this year shows a 
much larger increase over last year’s banner 
week. The new corm and cotton crops are 
moving briskly, and the tobacco crop is not at 
all backward. There has also been a 
decided improvement in the export 
business, while the shipments of live 
stock to the East are unusually 
beavy. The west-bound tonnage shows oni a 
slight increase over that of the corresponding 
period last year, butthe southern shipments 
speak remarkably well for the phenomenal 
progress of that section of the country. The 
successiul cotton crop, and the large number 
of manufacturing towns that have recently 
sprung into existence seem to be tbe princi- 
pal factors in the large increase of Southern 
freight traffic. An unusually large percent- 
age of west- bound freight ot the lower 
Class, such as water apn gas mains, 
machinery, coal and coke, a lame amount of 
railroad supplies, indicatin that railroad 
construction is being actively carried on iu 
the West and Southwest and opening up new 
territories, thus increasing freight trafic. 


Miseeuri Pac fic’s New Rates. 
To-day the new grain rate sheet of the Mis- 
sour! Pacific goes into effect. This sheet was 
prepared in accordance with ‘the rulings of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, and 


covers fully rates from Kansas City to Men- 
phis and is apt to cause an increase in the 
Texas grain business. 

The reduction make the rates on corn, oats 
and bran from Kansas City to Memphis 16 
cents, and on wheat and flour 20 cents. No 
reduction is made on wheat. On flour the 
rate is reduced to 2 cents, on corn 2 cents and 
on bran and oats 4 cents. 

The rate on wheat and bran to Texas is 
40 cents; flour 4 cents; corn and oats, 3 
cents. The differences will result in the di. 
version of a large proportion of the Texas 
business to the Southeast, es ally when 
originating in the vicinity ef Missouri Pacific 
territory. 

What effect this will dave upon the present 
Texas railroad situation railroad men are not 
able to say. Some are inclined to the opinion 
that the rates will godown with a crash, 
while others are certain that the present ar- 
rangements will continue. Those believing 
that the Texans rates will fall again point to 
the fact that the rates southwest have been 
cut several times Curing the past week, and 
say that an excuse ig all thatis wanted to go 
in and get the business again. 

One factthat counsels deliberation is that 
little business is going to Texas just now, and 
what does go is the steady patronage that 
seldom leaves a road once securing it. 

Another feature of the Missouri Pacific rate 
sheet is the continuance of the reconsignament 
privileges which it was rumored would be cut 
eff. In shipments from Kansas City to points 
off the road other lines will be obliged tojcarry 
the grain at the remainder of the rate and 
give to the Missouri Pucific the full locals. In 
using this rule the road justifies itself by say- 
ing that it must do the same whem takiug 
grain from other lines. Asa matter of fact 
the road bas au established minimum for the 
remainder of the rate shipments somewhat 
above the others and will not take them for 
any less. Just what the minimum is, how- 
ever, is not made public, ‘ 


The Usien Pacific Mistake. 
It now transpires that the latest circular 
issued by the Union Pacific, excluding ali lines 
east of the Missouri River except the Chicago 


& Northwestern from participation in joint 
billing arrangements with that line, was a 
mistake, says the Chicago Times. The circular, 
which was printed verbatim in the Sunday 
Times, caused quite a sensation in local rali- 
road circles as indicatin« a degree of reckless- 
mess on the part of the Union Pacifie manage- 
ment that even its critics were not prepared 
for. It bore the signature of A. S. Van Kuran, 
the Freight Auditor of the company, and 
stated explicitiy that the withdrawal of the 
joint tariffs on through business would apply 
to all lines connecting with the Union Pacific 
at Kansas City, St. Joseph, Omaha and Sioux 
City, excepting only the Chicago & North- 
western and the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneap- 
olis & Omaha, 

A trafiic officiaiof the Union Pacific was in 
the city yesterday explainias to the managers 
of the Southwestern and Sioux City roads that 
the circular had been issed under a misap- 

rehension and did not mean what it said. 

t was not the intention to discontinue 
prorating arrangements with any of the roads 
except those competing with the Chicago & 
Northwestern at Council Bluffs and Omaha. 
Who is responsible for the dlunder does 
not appear, but an amended notice has 
already been issued to the agents of the 
Union Pacific instructing them to continue 
billing freight on the present bases of divis- 
jons by way ef Kansas City, St. Joseph, and 
Sioux City. The situation therefore remains 
unchanged at those gateways, aud the only 
rupture is between the Union Pacific on one 
sive and the Burlington, the Kock Island, and 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul on the 
other. Prorating between these rouds ceased 
last Saturday and the 
local rates on all tra 
Missouri River. 

There is a diversity of opinion as to what 
will be the outcome ofthis struggle. A wild 
rumor has been set afloat tothe effect that 
Chicago, Milwaukee 4 St. Faul is trying to 
arrange atraflic agreement withthe Union 
Pacific, but no credence is given to the story. 
It was suxgested bythe western trip of J. 
Pierrepont Morgan and party, but is denied 
by them. Concerning the assertionthat ne- 
gotiations are in progress looklus to a consol- 
idation of the Milwaukee 4 St. Paul with 
the Chicago & Northwestern, President Mar- 
vin Hughbitt said yesterday that nothing of the 
kind had been thought ef, and that sucha 
consolidation eould not be made without each 
road forfeiting ite charter in the State in, 
which tt operates.

Birthplace of the Republican Party. 


Bloomington Correspondence of the Chicago News. 
The Republican party was baptized in this 
city. In 1856 there was a convention here iu 
the Major Block ofthe remnants of the old 
Whig party and a certain school of Democrats 


who differed with their leaders on what was 
then known as the Nebraska bill. These men 
met to formulate tne creed of what became 
the Republican party, These men afterward 
became a part ofthe history of the country. 
Here in this quiet, shaded town, far re- 
moved from the bustie and the contamina- 
tion of ward politics, the great National party 
was brought into existence. The m re- 
markable speech of the convention was made 
by Abraham Lincolm. The Secre of that 
convention was Jesse W. Fell. hen the 
work of the convention was over it had dele- 
gated to Jesse W. Fell a commission to go all 
ever the country and organize committees in 
each county. He undertook the work and aid 
it. Wherever he went he taught the people 
about Abraham Lincoln. In the school 
houses in the woods, in the dry goods 
boxes on the coruers, im the court-housss 
where there were any, and about the 
humbiest hearthstones of the Northwest Jesse 
W. Fell told the people about Abraham Lin- 
coln. He had an autoblography of Liacola 
which Lincoln had given him—aquaint and 
curious book, by the way—and this auto- 
biography was read by Jesse W. Fall to the 
people at their homes. When the time came 
to nominate a leader for the party the history 
of Lincols was familiar tothe delegates Who 
came up in their plain clothes. Jesse W. Fell 
had made it famillar to them. And but for 
the missionary work of Jesse W. Fell—who 
knows? 

The newspapers of Bloominugton of that day 
did notthisk much of the convention that 
brought forth the great party. The writer, in 
search of material concerning the delibera- 
tions of that convention, found in the files of 
the leading newepaper about a ‘‘stickful 
of matter’’ about it, and in making up the re- 
port the editor forgot to mention the name of 
the Presidentofthe body. But the name of 
Jesse W. Feil as Secretary was there in cold 


type. 
hen Mr. Lincoln went to Washington to 
be inaugurated President, Jesse W. Fell went 
with him. The only office Jesse W. Fell ever 
held was that of paymaster of some division 
forashborttime. But he never wanted office. 
What he did for his party was for love. He 
was that kind ofaman. And after the storm- 
lest days were over be was content to be here 
in the midst of the people whom he loved so 
weil, and he continued to live here, some- 
times editing or continuing to edit, in his 
way, the country paper, but most generally 
engaged in planting these trees whieh have 
made this place so full of rest and quletude.

Unfreezable Dynamite. 


From the Scientific American. 

This invention isdue to Herr Edward Lie- 
bert, Berlin, and it consists in adding a small 
percentage of a chemical ingredient either to 


the nitro-glycerine or to the dynamite itself. 
The most fruitful source of atcidents with 
dynamite is inthe thawing of me cartridges, 
which freeze at the comparatively high tem- 

rature of about 40 dex. Fahrenheit. The 
ngredient added by Liebert does not com- 
mence to freeze at deg. below sean and it 
im no way detracts from the strength of the 
dynamite to which it is added. On the con- 
trary, it slightly increases its effective power, 
being im itself explosive. The unfreezable 
dynamite is also said to be somewhat less 
sensitiveto concussion than ordinary dyna- 
mite. Sir Henry Roscoe, F. R. 8, bas sub- 

ted unfreezsbie dynamite to exceeding! 
ow temperatures, and he reports that — 
bert’s invention is ot great value and im- 
portance as rendering solidification practi- 
cally impossible and therefore greatly di- 
minishiag the liability to chance explosien by 
avoiding the well-known danger incurred ia 
melting the frozen nitro-glycerine.’’ Weare 
lad to motice the advent of such an inven- 
tien, the public importance of which cannot 
be overrated.
